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ARELY has Dublin got up so early 

as it did on the morning of July 2, 

. 1903. The sporting half of the 
city was bound for the Gordon Bennett 
racecourse in County Kildare and Queen's 
County, and the other half, after speed- 
ing their folks’ departure, went back to 
bed. By every known method of progression 
people found their way to their favoured 
point of the Circuit from which a view of the 
competing cars could be obtained. From the 
Kingsbridge special after special—the first at 
ó «.ms—carried thousands of passengers to 
Kildare, Athy, Carlow, or Monasterevan, all 
convenient centres on the controlled course. 
The morning, unfortunately for those who 
went by road, was fine; if heavy rain had 
fallen during the night what discomfort from 
the blinding dust would, have been avoided! 
The scene on the Naas road until Kilcullen 
was reached was a memorable one. This route 
was selected by people who were at that time 
the envied possessors of motor cars, by 
cyclists, and by cabs, cars, and every other 
sort of conveyance. Some of the motor cars 
were wonderful to behold. Sir Charles Austin, 
Mr. Morris, or Mr. Ford had. not then ap- 
peared on the Irish roads. Some of their 
predecessors were automobile nightmares. But 
they carried us to the course through blind-

reached such isolated vantage points as Ard- 
scull Moat by way of the interior roads 
which linked up the various controls. Suca 
was the, happily untrue, report that one. of 
the English riders, Jarrott, had been killed 
at Ballymoon. One of our predecessors at 
Ardscull Moat saw more than we did, if 
we may judge by the following pen picture 
which he put on public record on the morn- 


ing of the race :— 

“When we were at Ardscull one day recently, a 
column of dust suddenly arose near Athy and 
moved towards us like a cyclone. Fresently a 
black speck appeared at the head of the column 
which rapidly revealed itself into a Napier car, 
with Mr. Jarrott at the helm and Mr. Edge beside 
him. We had a friend with us who is a great 
yodge of character, and at a glance he sized up 
both men. He described them as splendid types 
of that class of Anglo-Saxon manhood that has 
made England what she ix—fearless, determined, 
cool, unemotional, with judgment ripened in the 
school of experience, which enable them to draw 
the line between daring and recklessness. In them 
he saw personified the Anglo-Saxon power of cun- 
centration—a characteristic which, to a large 
extent, accounts for the nation’s greatness. Men 


who can focus their. entire energies on a single 
object and who overlook no details, however trivial. 


[are bound to succeed in what they set their 


minds to.”

ing clouds of dust, which covered us so 
completely that our best friends failed to 
recognise us when we got to Ardecull Moat. 


WHAT WENT WE OUT TO SEE? 

The race which had aroused such tremendous 
interest all over the Continent and Great 
Britain was the fifth competition for a cup 
presented by Mr. James Gordon Bennett, of 
the New York Herald, to be competed for 
yearly by drivers of any nationality, on any 
sort of motor car. Mr. Bennett had the cup- 
giving habit. He gave cups for yachting, 
allooning, and other sports, and 
his idea in presenting a motor cup 
was to test the reliability of both cars and 
tyres over a distance ranging from 540 to 
420 miles. To recall the raee of 25 years 
ago would: have no object, and certainly 
very little interest were it not for the re- 
markable developments which have occurred 
during a quarter of a century in the ordinary 
touring cars, not to speak of the huge high- 
powered record breakers beloved gf Major 
Seagrave or Captain Campbell. 


THEN AND NOW. 

The speed at which some of the riders 
passed the grand stand at Ballyshannon was 
described by the reporters of the day as 
“ frightful,’’ or ‘“‘dazzling’’ or ‘‘ daring.” 
And what was this marvellous average of 
these pioneers of motor racing? Something 
like 56 miles an hour! The speed main- 
tained over that long July day by the five 
drivers out of the twelve who finished the 
course would make a Dalkey ‘bus driver of 
to-day blush from pure modesty. The con- 
ditions were extremely simple, and all the 
drivers were familiar with the course and 
much more familiar with the capabilities of 
their cars, and yet reliability came badly 
out of the contest. Mr. S. F. Edge, the 
winner of the cup in the memorable race 
from Paris to Innsbruck in 1902, was the 
victim of tyre trouble all day, and was the 
last to check in of the five competitors who 
finished the course. Now tyre trouble in a 
motor race is almost unknown. Of all the 
cars competing, it might have been 
expected that the Wintons and Peerless, 
from America, with Mr. Owen and Mr. 
Winton driving, would have come well out 
of the ordeal. But they were easily the 
first to succumb in a race which to-day 
would be  child’s play for anv 
popular touring car, such as will 
compete in the race in Northern Ire- 
land on the 18th. At the starting post one 
of the American cars actually refused to go 
when its turn came, and only after forty 
minutes’ delay it was able to proceed on its 
journey. 

It is a wise provision, apparently, to get 
races run in controls away as early as 
possible in the morning. Jenatzy, who was 
to. prove the winner, on a German Mercedes 
car—a super-Mercedes will compete in County 
Down—was described by a recorder of the 
start as ‘“‘ the most dare-devil driver in the 
entire ]Jot.” He burst away with ‘‘ character- 
istic impetuositv.” The second to the winner 
was the Chevalier de Knyff, who rode a 
Panhard for France. He got off at ‘‘a 
thundering pace.” Many of the ‘‘ experts ”’ 
of that day are still keenly following the 
game, and they would, no doubt. modify 
their adjectival exuberance if writing to- 
dav, but they were absolutely within their 
rights in using such expressions in 1903. The 
business has now got into the hands of the 
engineers and the statisticians, who have re- 
placed the hearty, honest enthusiasm of the 
descriptive writers of Ballyshannon Cross- 
roads by columns and tables which are 
Greek to the mass of their readers. 


WHAT SPECTATORS SAW. 

The difficulty about a motor race run in 
this peculiar system of controls is that it is 
absolutely unintelligible from the spectator’s 
point of view. The first essential of enjoy- 
ment—or the opposite—in any trial of skill, 
so far as the onlooker is concerned, is to 
know who is winning. As this 370 mile race 
drove along over nearly twelve hours, not 
one of us could tell who was first, second, 
or third. When accident or break- 
down eliminated a competitor we knew 
he was out of it, but that was all. Careful 
records were being kept at the controls of 
the times of the arrivals and departures of 
the cars. To thousands of spectators scat- 
tered round the large 58 miles circuit and 
along the interior route from Athy to Kil- 
cullen common to both sections of the course, 
there was nothing to see except the passing 
of cars at varying intervals and in dust 
clouds of varying degrees of density. 


Rumours came through from time to time 


from one point to another concerning the 
fortunes of popular drivers. These reports 

What we saw on the day of the race was 
quite different. We saw the comet-like cloud 
of dust, with its little black head, fleeing 
towards us along a straight three and a half 
miles, and that was all. When many of us 
got round by a friendly car to Athy to 
catch a G.S.W.R. special back to town we 
agreed that, except for a pleasant day in the 
country, the race held little attraction for 
the ordinary spectator. Now motor races 
are differently managed. Whether on a track 
like Brooklands or on a prepared course like 
that to be used on Saturday, there is ap- 
parent to the onlooker much more of the 
competitive element than was visible to us 
at any point on the Gordon Bennett circuit. 
There was one genuine “thrill ’’—when 
Jenatzy flashed past one of the American 
drivers almost abreast of the starting point 
at Ballyshannon. 


THE CARS AND THE DRIVERS. 

Looking back at the competitors in this 
race and the cars they drove, we are con- 
vinced that the lapse of a quarter of a cen- 
tury has produced in their personal and 
mechanical successors only those changes 
which we naturally would expect. Drivers 
have developed the wonderful powers which 
were possessed by Jenatzy, by Gabriel, by 
Mr. Edge, or by M. Farman. Engine power 
has been doubled, and speed has reached a 
limit which would have staggered even daring 
trackmen like Jarrott or Stocks. The cars, 
however, are still the same torpedo-bodied 
monstrosities which careered along the Kil- 
dare roads on that beautiful July morning 
in 1903. Tyres are now absolutely 
reliable; at least, all their makers 
say they are, and they should know best, so 
that Mr. Edge’s troubles seldom recur. 
Twelve drivers in the race rode six types of 
cars only. The English was the Napier, French 
the Panhard and Mors, German the Mercedes, 
and American the Winten and Peerless. All 
these cars were under 19 cwt. ó qrs. in weight, 
but their engine power varied considerably. 
Passing along the roads in enormous clouds 
of dust, they presented practically the same 
outline to the uninitiated spectator. 


THE RECORDERS AND THE RACE. 

None of tne four preceding contests for the, 
Cup had been run in controls. In 1899 over 
the Paris-Lyons course Chevalier De Knyff on 
a Panhard won with an average speed of 384 
miles per hour. In 1900 from Paris to Bor- 
deaux M. Charron, also on a Panhard, won 
with an average speed of 395 miles per hour, 
and in 1901, over the Paris-Berlin course, the 
winner was a driver named Girathro, also on 
a Panhard. Thus the first three contests were 
won by the same car. Then the English in- 
tervened. Mr. Edge entered his Napier car 
for the race, which was run in conjunction 
with the big race from Paris to Vienna. The 
Cup course terminated at Innsbruck, and Mr. 
Edge was the victor over all his French 
opponents, his average speed being over 34 
miles per hour. These races were simple 
matters to record and describe. But the race 
in Ireland run under the auspices and manage- 
ment of the Royal Automobile Club and sanc- 
tioned by a special Act of Parliament was a 
very different proposition from anything that 
had gone before. The course was entirely 
given up to the races; it was specially pre- 
pared under the superintendence of the 
Borough and County Surveyors. For weeks 
before the appointed day the drivers drove 
their cars round the curious figure of eight 
circuit until they were familiar with every 
turn of the course. Mr. Edge is said to 
have been over it almost forty times. 

No race has ever been more minutely 
described by those whose business it was 
to convey to the world at large the progress 
of the contest. Experts and others represented 
the great daily newspapers of Britain, America 
and the Continent, and their efforts were 
only eclipsed by the technical journals, 
which even then most worthily represented 
the great new and pleasant pastime of motor- 
ing. In this latter class Ireland  out- 
distanced all rivals; for under the inspira- 
tion and leadership of the lamented R. 41. 
Mecredy, who had jumped from the saddle 
of the pedal cycle to the driving seat of 
the motor car, the —— Irish public 
were kept fully informed of the most minute 
details of the cars and their drivers. Among 
the hundreds of thousands who lined the 
roads on that memorable July 2, the great 
feats of Edge, De Knyff, and Jenatzy were 
unknown to those only who were indifferent 
to such details. Nor were the ‘‘handymen’”’ 
of the daily Press far behind the experts of 
the trade papers. From a very complete, 
and, on the whole, accurate account of the

“A few minutes after the despatch of the last 
car Edge had completed his first lap, and dashed 
into the straight uphill road leading to the start. 
ing point. He thundered past at a terrific pace, 
followed by De Knyff, who dashed along like a 
whirlwind. Fifteen minutes. afterwards Owen 
swept by, closely followed by Jenatzy, who was 
driving hike a demon. About five minutes after- 
wards came Jarrott, goinz in magnificent style, 
followed in two minutes by (Gabriel, whose speed 
was stated to be a mile per 52 seconds. : He shot 
past like a flash, and then came Raron De Caters, 
who had evidently got past Moere. Farman ap 
veared next, followed in ten minutes by Keene. 
Moers, Stocks and Winton were missing when Edge 
again appeared in the distance. Loud cheers were 
raised as he flashed by at one minute after ten 
o'clock, showing that. he had done the 104 miles 
in three hours and one minute. Six minutes after- 
wards De Knyff appeared, followed by Moers at 
10.11. Jenatzy came on at 10.20, and shortly 
afterwards Winton completed his first course. 
Jenatzy was now going apparently better than the 
other competitors, and had a formidable rival in 
De Knyff. Owen came along next. with Gabriel 


‘following, Jarrot having dropped out owing to an 


accident. De Caters flashed in at 10.55, but 
slowed up to say that Jarrot’s ear had been 
smashed. The news caused much regret. as 
Jarrott’s pluck had excited very friendly feelings 
amongst the spectators. Farman next shot nast, 
and at 11.26 De Knyff appeared for the third time, 
having entirely overlapped the cup-holder. Edge 
dashed up for the third round at 11.57. and was 
enthusiastically received. Gabriel, going at a 
friehtful pace, followed. An idea of the sneed of 
this intrepid driver may he learned from the fact 
that coming down the Kilrush hill his rate ex- 
ceeded 85 miles per hour. Ry this time the Ameri- 
cans were heaten, and the race was largely made 
up of a trial of skill and speed between the 
Cermans and the French, and at the conclusion of 
the third lan it was announced that Jenatzy was 
leading De Knyff by 4 mins. 21 secs.. Farman by 
4 mins. 31 secs... De Caters by 13 mins. 7 sees., 
Gabriel by 15 mins. 7 secs., and Edge hv 42 mins. 
22 secs. At times the care came ‘within a short 
distance of each other in the straight leading up 
to the grand stand, and in @ne case tremendous 
excitement was caused by two of the cars passing 
within seconds of each other. So the race con- 
tinned merrily until the last lap had been covered. 
Abont half-past five o’clock Jenatzy, Farman and 
De Knvff finished, and all doubt as to the owner- 
shin of the Cup was ended, as Jenatzv was un- 
officially declared the winner by about eight or ten 


minutes,” 
TWO ACCIDENTS. 


An '“ Fye-Witness,” in the same renort, 
gives a descrintion of “' Accidents at Bally- 
moon Corner ” :— 

“The first car cleared the corner. Then came 
De Knyff. We made no attempt to turn. bret 
dashed through the wire fence, which flattened. 
and he passed over it, pulling up in 10 yards, two 
Carlow. rentlemen having a very narrow escape. 
The next to arrive was ‘Stocks. The wire fence 
had heen put nn again, and he. like De Knvff. 
made no attemnt for the turn, but crashed thronrh 
the wire, the left nost givine way. entanecled in 
his fore-wheel, emashing it, the result being the 
car swerved to the left and dashed into the hank. 
Stocks was turned head over heels on to the 
bank and got un immediately without savine a 
word. He was then driven byw Mr. Rruen into 
Carlow, and the car was lifted out of the wav. 
On the third round, Farman. bv a marvellous hit 
of steering saved an accident hy running up the 
laneway, the wire having heen removed. He 

ulled up in ten yards and reversed, and was on 
he road again in ore minnte.” 

Another ‘‘ Eve-Witness’’ states that the 


accident to Jarrott occurred on the Strad- 
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bally side of Dunamaise Hill, which has a 
gradient of one in thirteen. The steering 
gear went wrong and the car wheeled to the 
left and ran fully twenty yards along the 
ditclt before it capsized into the middle of 
the road. Jarrott was pitched out, but his 
mechanic, Bianci, was held by the strap 
round one hand, and he got caught under the 
car. The danger signal was given to stop 
the race, but in four and a half minutes the 


injured men and the remains of the car 


were removed from the road and the signal 
was cancelled. Jarrott’s left collar-bone was 
dislocated and Bianci badly crushed, but no 
bones were broken, and both were removed 
to the British headquarters at Athy. 


SOMF REFLECTIONS. 


In view of the great race in the North of 
Ireland and of the more remote proposal to 
hold another international race in the Free 
State next year, these random jottings con- 
cerning the most remarkable of all the early 
racing contests are not without some in- 
terest. They will appeal to the enormous 
body of motorists in this country, to whom 
the enthusiasts who swallowed the dust on 
the Naas road in 1903 were a mere handful. 

The cars and the tyres of the pioneers who 
carried through the great contest would be 
treated to-day almost with contempt by the 
last licensee of an Austin or a Ford. But 
these men rendered valuable service to the 
succeeding generation in the encouragement 
of motoring, and handed down to their suc- 
cessors lessons in organisation and perfection 
of detail which are the pride of the Irish 
people to-day. They showed how big ideas 
could be developed and handled, and most 
of them worked without hope of fee or re- 
ward. 


Although there were several subsidiary 
contests which involved journevs as far 
North as Newcastle in County Down, and 
as far South as Killarney and Tralee, they 
excited very little more than local interest 
and afforded an opportunity for a large number 
of visiting cars to enjoy a pleasant holiday 
free from all the trammels of speed limits 
and traffic regulations. One last point should 
he noted. and that is, that from the time of the 
Gordon-Bennett race may be dated the first 
definite improvement in our great highroads, 
improvements which in recent years have 
made them—or most of them—a pleasure 
and a delight to every motorist.

He was a = 
criminating collector of paintings er 
sculpture to adorn his house in Rutlan 
square, and the temple oí Marino, which 
he built a couple of miles away, was & 
lovely example of classical architecture. 
Yet his education was rather desultory. 
He succeeded at six to his father's 
yiseounty and estates. He went to no 
public school’; at eighteen he studied at 
Turin University. He remained abroad 
nine years, travelling as far afield as 
Greece, Turkey. and Egypt, becoming 
intimate with a number of notable people 
—among them David Hume, the Scottish 
philosopher ; Montes uieu, the French 
philosopher; and Maffei, the Italian 
scholar. 


At twenty-seven he returned to Treland, 


taking his seat in the Irish House of 
Lords two or three years later. The 
rampant corruption disgusted him, Parlia- 
ment was nacked with placemen and those 
whose votes were flagrantly for sale. 
Perquisites, sinecures, jobbery were 
universal. The first scene of Court 
intrigue which he witnessed so sickened 
him that he resolved to be no party sa man 
but to serve Ireland’s interests without 
regard to fear or favour. To the day of 
his death he kept his resolution. Not- 
withstanding his independence of spirit, 
tarious services which he performed were 
of such yalue that the Lord Lieutenant 
pressed an earldom upon him. He 
accepted reluctantly, annexing to the 
patent of his creation an apo] to his 
successors, written by himself, for his 
having consented to receive it at a time 
when such honours were easily obtained 
by venality. 

iY HE MARRIED. 

Meanwhile Charlemont had married. 
He had congratulated himself that he was 
proof against the blandishments lavished 
upon- such an eligible match, though he 
was no misogynist, but delighted in 
society, and had a most amiable manner. 
He had firmly intended to remain a 
bachelor, until one day he was pointing 
out to his younger brother, Major 
Caulfield, the heir presumptive, the 
classical improvements that he had made 
in his grounds. His brother happened to 
remark that, when the property came into 
his hands, he sliould at once do away with 
these embellishments, devoting the land 
to the more profitable purposes of growing 
corn and grazing cattle. By that observa- 
tion he forfeited his chance of succeeding 
to the estate. Charlemont was so 
incensed at this Philistinism that he 
determined to beget an heir. He looked 
about for an intelligent and comely girl, 
exempt from the fancies and foibles of 
fashionable ladies, and within a month 
had proposed to Mary Hickman, the 
daughter of a half-pay officer. He had a 
numerous family, and enjoyed unclouded 
domestic happiness. 

Two master historians, Froude and 
Tecky, have depicted eighteenth century 
Ireland—the Roman Catholics denied all 
rights of citizenship, all ownership of 
property; Irish industries and commerce 
destroyed by restraints inspired by 
English jealo sy, the profitable trade in 
wool being ptohibited; the peasantry in 
wretched misery, toiling for pittances and 
housed in hovels; recurring famine owins 
to the failure of the potato crop, the sole 
sustenance of the mass of the people, a 
fifth of the population perishing of hunger 
im one winter; secret societies springing 
up to perpetrate hideous cruelties in blind 
and desperate revenge.

Our Milk Exports. 


A correspondent who crossed to England 
by the Rosslare to Fishguard route tle 
ether night tells me that he was interested 
to observe that more than two hundred 
cans of fresh milk and cream, each con- 
taining twenty gallons, were shipped to 
London and other cities. A railway 
oficial explained that there is a great 
demand from the dairies in England and 
Wales for this milk and cream fresh from 
ithe rich pasture lands of the South. It is 
of exceptional quality, and, thanks to t!.« 
express mail and steamer services, it 
reaches the consumer almost at the same 
time as the produce of the English dairy 
farms. On some occasions more than four 
hundred cans of milk are exported. 


Neglected Opportunitu. -

On one night this week the Abbey 
Theatre Company had what has become a 
rare experience for them: they played to 
a theatre not half filled. The whole of 
the theatre accommodation had een 
booked in advance for delezates to the 
Public Health Congress, and, by request 
of the organising committee, a special pro- 
gramme was put on, so that the visitors 
might see ‘‘ Professor Tim.” Whatever 
were the reasons, the privilege thus 
opened to the visitors was not taken up 
to the extent that was anticipated. The 
explanation may be psychological. What 
is easily obtained is not highly prized. 
Had the visitors been told that only a 
limited number could count on getting 
seats for an Abbey performance, they 
might have developed an eagerness to 
attend, as creat as that of the American 
Indy whose story I told yesterday. 


A Missing Word. 


Mention of the Abbey Theatre reminds 
me to nofe the presence in Dublin this 
week of Mr. Nugent Monck, who divected 
productions at the theatre at a time of 
special difficulty after varrous quarrels 
had disrupted the original company and 
dislocated the management. ‘He did not 
keep to Irish plays, but exercised the 
recruits to the company in varied worl: 
from “ Everyman ’’ to Maeterlinck, Latelv 
Mr. Monck’s energy has been directed tc 
developinc the work of the Maddermarket 
Theatre at Norwich.

had to be approved by the English Privy 
Council, and the English Parliament 
lecvisilated directly for Ireland without 
regard to the Irish Parliament. “Henry 
Flood arose to lead with magnificent 
eloquence the party in the Irish Parlia- 
ment which attacked this Constitution and 
strove for other reforms. Charlemont 
associated himself with Flood. Another 
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Balmoral Casile. 


In Victorian days Balmoral Castle, 
where the King and Queen are in resi- 
dence, was a rather uncomfortable place, 
and the interior was made hideous by the 
hangings of Royal Stuart tartan, on which 
the Queen—who once described herself 
the only surviving Jacobite—-insisted. 
King Edward had many improvements 
made, and these have been added to by the 
present King and Queen. The latter 
especially is an accomplished decorator, 
and Balmoral is now for beauty and 
comfort one of the finest—though by no 
means the largest—of Scottish mansions.

A Hidden Valley. 


Five years ago I was in the habit of 
regarding the beautiful valley of Glenas- 
mole, wherein are situated the reservoirs 
of the Rathmines and Rathgar Water- 
works, as the preserve of myself and a 
few other initiates. This year the 
glorious place has become a rendezvous 
for motoring pic-nic parties and for 
pedestrians, who have found out that the 
‘bus stops at Oldbawn Bridge, a mile 
away. While I do not begrudge these 
people their discovery, I have found out 
another place high up in the valley which 
is very much ‘‘ off the beaten track.’’ 
Half-a-mile from the Featherbed road, 
just beyond the Lemass Cross, if you are 
energetic enough to avoid bog water by 
leaping from tussock to tussock, there is 
a deep and narrow valley, in the bottom 
of which the Dodder is merely a large 
mountain torrent. The slopes of the 
valley are covered with stunted mountain 
ash, and the river banks are the greenest 
in the world. I can quite imagine the 
place being a favourite haunt of Finn and 
Ossian, though, despite very thorough 
search, I was unable to locate the giant 
ivy of which Ossian boasted to St. 
Patrick, and which, I believe, O'Donovan 
mentions as being quite common in the 
valley. 


Lady Monro’s Memento. 


The Hon. Lady Monro, who has just 
been presented by the women residents of 
Gibraltar with a brooch representing the 
arms of the City of Gibraltar, in 
diamonds, sapphires and rubies, was, 
before her marriage to Sir Charles Monro 
in 1912, the Hon. i nm O'Hagan, younger 
daughter of the first Baron O'Hagan. 

Sir Charles Monro entered the Army in 
1879, and became Colonel in 1903. During 

the late war he was 


1917, and held several 
high commands, being 
in charge of the Dar- 
eg omens al 
and su uently of 
the 1st Army Corps. 
For some _ years 
before the war he had 
command of the 
troops in the Dublin 
area. In 1898 he was 
a Brigade-Major at 
Gibraltar; and he 
returned there’ in 
1923 to take up the position cf Governor, 
from which he is now retiring. During 
his stay there both he and Lady Monro 
have been very popular. 


Dublin Castle. 


Reverting to the subject of Dublin 
Castle buildings, a correspondent remarks 
on the common misapprehension that the 
present Bermingham Tower con&titutes the 
original thirteenth century structure. The 
Bermingham Tower, as one now sees it, 
dates from the last quarter of the 
eighteenth century. A terrific explosion 
occurred in 1775 in a gunpowder store 
adjoining, causing consternation amongst 
the citizens, shattering windows all 
around, and damaging the old tower so 
much that it had to be pulled down. So 
strongly built was it that chisel and 
mallet had to be used by the workmen to 
loosen the stones. When rebuilt it was 
called the Harcourt Tower, after the then 
Lord Lieutenant (1772-1777), but the old 
name soon came back into use In 
strength and solidity the present structure 
is far inferior to the old one. 


Sir CHARLFS Monnv. 


great patriot orator arose, Henry Grattan, 
whom Charlemont brought into the Parlia- 
ment in 1775—the session when Flood’s 
popularity waned because of his accept- 
ance of office. Grattan became leader of 
the party. 

The British troops were withdrawn from 


Ireland for service against the revolting | 


American colonists. A French invasion 
seemed to be imminent. The Irish formed 
volunteer companies for national defence, 
training themselves zealously. Charlemont 
took a lending part in raising the force, 
and was elected commander year aiter 
year. By 1780 more than 42,000 men were 
armed and trained, organised in battalions 
and brigades. Immensely popular and 
their leaders unquestionably loyal, the 
Associated Volunteers were repeatedly 
thanked in the highest terms by the 
Government. They grew conscious of their 
power. This vast, self-created military 
force came into existence when the nation 
was roused to extraordinary enthusiasm by 
the demands for politica] freedom and the 
redress of economic grievances. The 
Volunteers championed the national cause. 

Agitation gradually increased until, in 
February, 1782, Charlemont summoned 
delegates from all the Ulster corps to 
assemble at Dungannon. They pledged 
themselves to the cause in terms vergin: 
on menace, and the Government conceded 
the Irish demands. In the following

In this 
respect there is method in his con- 
servatism ; for he is in constant demand 
by freshmen and graduates anxious to 
secure advice (and sometimes privileges) 
in many matters affecting their college 
careers. Within cértain hours he is most 
accessible ; but I can well understand his 
disinclination to have a telephone in his 
house. 


Dr. Correy. 


Hints to Singers. 


Not only music students, but all who 
are in their tutelary stages or have passed 
beyond them, will conserve much of their 
physical energy if they take to heart the 
advice given the other day by Dr. Adrian 
Boult to those attending the Summer 
Course in Music at Oxford. It certainly 
does smack of paradox to say that whisper- 
ing can be as clearly heard as shouting; 
but those who understand the physiology 
of the human voice and how the air carries 
its vibrations of sound far beyond the 
speaker, appreciate how, with a minimum 
of effort, if the muscles of the throat are 
not subjected to sudden jerks, but 
allowed to relax and contract naturally, 
the words spoken travel over a greater 
distance than if delivered with stentorian 
vigour. It. was said of Bossuet, the great 
French orator, that in his impassioned 
periods his lips parted only slightly, and 
the words flowed from him with a purity 
and distinctness of enunciation such as 
his stronger-lunged compatriots could 
never attain. Gladstone, too, when at his 
best, spoke in a tone only a little above 
the conversational, and was always re- 
markable for the clarity of his diction. 


On the Victory. 


Visitors to the Victory during Navy 
Week at Portsmouth, which begins to-day, 
will hear fascinating stories concerning 
life on board in Nelson’s day, related for 
the first time. Lord Nelson had three 
cabins—one for sleeping, another fer 
dining and entertaining, and a third for 
work. At one period he occupied these 
cabins for two years without setting foot 
ashore. The walls of the Victory are two 
feet thick, and the lower yard weighs sen 
tons. A full-sized cricket pitch could be 
set on the mainshil. The acreage of the 
sails was 25,000 square feet. Some of the 
yupes were eight inches thick. One 
hundred and forty men worked at the 
capstan. When she set sail for a voyage 
she had a supply of fifty tons of coal for 
the cooking galley. ! 

The original cat-o’-nine-tails will be 
shown. The bosun gave the first dozen 
strokes, and each of his mates gave a 
dozen in order of seniority. The visitors 
will also see the pikes and tomahawks, 
which were stacked near the guns ready 
to repel boarders. Some of the original 
ouns are still there.

dotted about, the British Isles which 
are London territory as truly as the 
ground of the foreign Embassies in the 
City belong to the countries holding them 
and under their laws. 

An interesting reminder of the existence 
of these numerous “little Londons ”’ is the 
fact that Alderman Sir Louis Newton and 
Mr. F. W. Whittingham, two members of 
the Corporation, returned recently from a 
visit to “a London in Ireland.” These 
are estates which were granted by a 
charter of James I. in 1613.. The King 
actually desired to make the. land in 
Ulster a colony of Londoners, and when he 
presented it to the City Companies it was 
described with quite as much gusto as we 
now find in emigration literature. 

The reality did not come up to the 
dream; but, nothing daunted,’ the 
citizens formed an Irish Society and, 
instead of seeking a gilt, paid £60,000 for 
the estates. The fine city of London- 
derry was one result of this enterprise, 
and, consequently, every year officers of 
the Irish Society visit the bit of London 
in Ireland to receive reports. Then the 
whole revenue is distributed among 
educational institutions and _ charities. 
London continues to administer, but does 
not take any fraction of the profits. 


DEVOTED TO CHARITIES. 


Most of these hidden colonies of London 
in Britain are owned by the ancient City 
Companies, and the revenues are devoted 
to educational or charitable purposes. 
London, however, makes their laws, and 
in nearly every instance they are I.ondon- 
governed. Aged Fishmongers of the City 
who become needy may end their days in 
the hamlet of Bray, which a song made 
immortal, or in the County of Norfolk, or 
in Surrey. Yet their homes are morsels 
of their old City, and it is familiar 
Londoners who govern and visit them. 

The famous Grocers’ School at Oundle, 
together with an estate for aged folk, is 
likewise a distant bit of the metropolis. 
Sir William Laxton was a native who went 
to London, and “so prospered by his pain- 
ful endeavours that he was chosen Lord 
Mayor, anno Domint, 1845.” When he 
died he left the estates at Oundle so that 
they should provide the endowment for 
almshouses and the great school. 

An important corner of Stockport, in 
Lancashire, can justly claim to be a bit of 
London; fer it was virtually governed by 
the historic Goldsmiths’ Company. By 
the wil] of Sir Edmund Shaa they were 
committed only to the expenditure of ten 
pounds a year; but, before they handed 
the property over to the Corporation there, 
they had developed a valuable foundation, 
and, besides having spent nearly forty 
thousand pounds on the task, provided a 
substantial endowment. Incidentally, the 
Goldsmiths have direct associations with 
Cromer and with a Cumberland village. 


ROMANCE OF WALES. 


The Irish Society is not the only City 
body with estates in Ireland. The 
Skinners hold the Manor of Pellipar. In 
more picturesque, but less comfortable, 
days, governors used to cross the seas in 
a gorgeous State barge to keep in touch 
with their fragment of London in the 
“ Emerald Isle.’’ Now they do it by train 
and comfortable steamer; and by train, 
instead of coach, they now go to their bit 
of property at Tunbridge Wells. 

The romance of one bit of London in 
Wales is that Gloucester, by discourtesy, 
lost what Monmouth gained. William 
Jones, a merchant adventurer, who had 
found the streets of London naved with 
gold, went to his native hamlet in Glou- 
cestershire without displaving his wealth, 
and was presumably judged by his old 
associates as being one of the failures. 
His welcome was by no means cordial. 
He shook the dust of the place from his 
feet, and proceeded to friends in Mon- 
mouth, where he was made to feel at 
home. 

As the result, he left a large share of 
his fortune which provided almshouses 
and a school. The property is administered 
by his old London Company with such 
judgment that they have been able to add 
another property in Pontypool. 

Most places have welcomed the interest 
of the Londoners, but there is one record, 
at least, of open hostility. It came from 
the Liverpool district. The Salters were 
generous friends in need to the Stuarts, 
and gave prodigious service in aid of their 
forced loans.

Charlemont, firmly supporting the. legis- 
Jative independence of Ireland, parlia- 
mentary reform, and the removal of trade 
vestrictions, was not in favour of Catho!ic 
emancipation. When he _ reviewed the 
Ulster Volunters at Belfast, and they pre- 
sented an address in its favour, he was 
forced to declare his opinion and soon 
resigned his command. As time passed, 
and it became evident that the Govern- 
ment had no real desire for reform, his 
views changed, and he supported the 
Catholic claim to the franchise (granted 
in 1793), and advocated Catholic emanci- 
pation. This, and parliamentary referm, 
were the avowed aims of the leaders of the 
rebellion of 1798. 

Charlemont lived long enough to be 
heart-broken over the insurrection, long 
enough to know that the Union which he 
had so strenuously opposed was inevitable. 
He died in August, 1799. In the follow- 
ing February the Act of Union was passed. 
Ireland entered upon another phase of her | 
turbulent history.

He had found it necessary to 
put up notices describing it as treatment for 
expectant mothers. He believed that the best 
system would be to increase the grants to the 


maternity hospital so as to enable them to 
run pre-natal elinics in connection with the 
hospital. He pointed out the importance cf 
the care of the teeth of expectant mothers, 
and expressed the hope that the very bad 
rule that midwives must make a certain 
number of vaginal examinations would soon 
be abolished, He thought it was Utopian 
to hope that they would ever reach the stage 
where operative obstetrics would be un- 
necessary. It was gratifying to note that the 
lowest rates of infant mortality were recorded 
in Scandinavia and Ireland, 

Professor A. Louise McIlroy (London) said 
that every maternity patient should have her 
teeth examined, mad if any were found to be 
defective, she should be sent at once to a 
dental clinic, There was a popular illusion 
that a woman who had a tooth extracted 
during pregnancy would have a miscarriage. 
This was absolutely incorrect, as, from years 
of personal experience, she had not found that 
extracting teeth affected the expectant mother 
in any injurious way. 


LIVE STOCK LOSS 
RISKS, 


COMPULSORY INSURANCE 
ADVOCATED. 


The urgent need for a scheme of national 
live stock insurance was emphasised in a 
paper read by Professor J. T. Share Jones, 
President of the Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons, London. His remarks on the sub- 
ject were supported by speakers in the dis- 
cussion, and a resolution was passed. 

The resolution was in the following terms : 
‘‘In the opinion of this Congress, the risk 
the individual engaged in animal husbandry 
is requireé to carry is a menace to the in- 
dustry, and the time has arrived when this 
risk, which is not incurred in other indus- 
tries, should be removed from the individual 
and pooled by a system of insurance of all 
engaged in the industry. The ultimate effect 
of reducing costs of essential foods to the 
consumer and bringing about a really effec- 
tive system of notification of diseases would 
make a substantial contribution to preventive 
medicine.” 

Professor Share Jones detailed the points 
discussed at a conference of farmers’ and 
meat traders’ representatives with represen- 
tatives of public authorities, mainly on the 
question of meat inspection, and said that 
the absence of any reference to compensation 
in the last Meat Orders was regretted.

Such risks were not 
taken by any individual in any other great 
industry, but were pooled by a.system of 
insurance.

to the knowledge of the authorities, and, by 
furnishing information relatiye to the disease, 
it would he of enormous assistance to pre- 
ventive medicine as a whole.

It is possible im certain 
circumstances that an inspection (however 
efficient otherwise), which could only be 
effected by causing an appreciable increase in 
the cast to the consumer, might in the long 
run be a greater menace to the public health 
in its broadest sense than no inspection at 
all. When dealing with essewtial food sup- 
plies our. paramount duty is to see that those 
in need of it have wholesome food at a 
price which it is possible for them to pay.” 


THE POOLING OF LOSSES. 

Frofessor Dolan, Chief Veterinary In- 
spector, Dublin Corporation, who opened the 
discussion, said that new legislation should 
embrace particularly the question of con- 
tamination. Another point in connection with 
new legislation was the need that the law 
law should be brought up to date and be all 
together under one head. ‘The trader wuaid 
welcome legislation in such a form that he 
knew exactly his position. Compulsory in- 
surance of stock was a big question, and cue 
which undoubtedly, if properly run, would 
remove a great many of the obstacles of 
present-day meat inspection, and take a great 
part in eradicating contagious diseases. 

Such a measure must receive the support 
of live stock owners. Perhaps the greatest 
question to-day in dealing with meat inspec- 
tion was the question of compensation for 
confiscation. If this question were settied it 
would mean smoother running between 
traders and officials. One great obstacle to 
the paying of compensation for condemned 
carcases. was that compensation did nothing 
to eradicate tuberculosis and other disease. 
On the question of private slaughter houses, 
Professor Dolan did not agree with the 
lecturer. In Dublin, he said, if they had no 
public abattoir, they would need a very hig

of the disease whieh were liable to spread 
infection to man and animals, the creation of 
tubercle-free herds, .preventive vaccination, 
better housing of dairy stock. 

The best safeguard to secure early notifi- 
cation was regular inspection of dairy stock 
by veterinary surgeons, who should be in 
touch with a laboratory, where specimens of 
suspicious milk, sputum and discharges could 
be examined. e veterinary surgeons in 
the Irish Free State had such facilities at 
the Department’s laboratory, and frequently 
made use of them. Stock-owners should re: 
ceive every encouragement for the creation 
of tuberele-free herds. Prevention by vac- 
cination of young animals would, if a reliable 
method were available, be the ideal method 
of dealing with the disease. Unfortunately, 
all attempts at vaccination in the past had 
been failures. The vaccine lately introduced 
by Calmette and Guerin in France was now 
being extensively tested, and :esults must be 
awaited with patience. ' 

The Inter-Departmental Committee set up 
by the Free State Government had recom- 
mended the extension of the Bovine Tuber- 
culosis Order, 1926, to include any cow show- 
ing clinical signs of tuberculosis and excret- 
ing tubercle baeilli; veterinary inspection of 
all cows at least twice a year; that the 
‘‘ accredited herd ” system be introduced as 
funds permit; and, as a supplementary 
method, ‘‘ Bangs’’ system should be en- 
couraged, with the provision of free túber- 
culin testing and increased compensation for 
animals slaughtered, but subject to the con- 
dition that reactors to the test should not be 
disposed of for further use for dairy pur- 
poses; that the plan of “ area eradication ”’ 
of bovine tuberculosis should be kept in view: 
the official control of the manufacture and 
application of tuberculin; the introduction of 
a system of graded milk; that the sale of 
pasteurised milk be permitted only in accord- 
ance with defined conditions; that a revision 
of the Dairies, Cowsheds and Milkshops 
Order, 1908, should be undertaken, with 
special regard to the inspection of cattle, 
the grooming of cows, the lighting, floor con- 
struction and drainage of cowsheds, the 
washing and sterilisation of utensils, etc. 

These recommendations were a great ad- 
vance on present conditions, and it was 
encouraging to note that the Committee had 
placed preventive measures in a prominent 
position. 

Mr. P. F. Dolan, D.V.S.M., Chief Veteri- 
nary Inspector, Dublin Corporation, in his 
comments on Mr, Norris’s paper, said that 
the apathv of the public to the present state 
of the milk supply was the real reason why 
more rapid progress was not being made. 
The remedy was education and the grading 
of milk. Another point he stressed was the 
need for the provision of a laboratory as an 
aid to diagnosis. Until bovine tuberculosis 
was eradicated from certain selected areas no 
great progress would be made.- ‘There were 
certain areas in this country where the inci- 
dence of this disease was very small, and 
its complete eradication would be a com- 
paratively easy matter. 

Dr. Hennessy, Secretary to the British 
Medical Association (Irish Branch), spoke of 
the development of the thousand gallon and 
fifteen hundred gallon cow. This heavy lacta- 
tion, he said, had a debilitating effect. and 
when once that went below the health line 
it was a standing invitation to tuberculosis. 

On the motion of Professor Craig, seconded 
by Professor Grimes, the following resolution 
was unanimously adopted :—‘‘ That this meet- 
ing of the Royal Institute of Public Health 
expresses its approval of the recommenda- 
tions contained in the report of the Inter 
Denartmental Committee on the milk supp'y, 
and would strongly advise the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health ty in- 
troduce such legislation as may be necessary 
to give effect to those recominendations, and 
so ensure a satisfactory milk supply in the 
Irish Free State.”

We now actually consume more maz 
per head than butter, according to the facts 
put forth in a paver on “' Butter and Mar- 
garine in Relation to Public Health,’’ by Mr. 
D. Williams and Mr. Kenneth MacLennan, 
M.C., B.Sc., Planters Foods, Ltd., Combro 
Port, Cheshire, which was read by Mr. 
Wilhams. 

The ‘seriousness of the deficit in-the supply 
of supplementary fats may be estimated, the 
lecturer said, from the fact that our total 
consumption is only 700,000 tos, and we 
should consume another 500,000 to attain to 
a reasonable nutritional standard. 

Butter has always been the average 
son's main source of supply for these 
comparatively recently recognised principles— 
Vitamin A, originally called the growth- 
promoting: vitamin, is now known to be inti 
mately concerned with the prevention of all 
sorts of infections of the ‘respiratory and in- 
testinal tracts and with the maintenance of 
general health. 

Vitamin D was once thought to be identical 
with Vitamin A; it is now known to control 
and healthy development of 
bones and teeth. Vitamin D can be produced 
synthetically, but there is so far no known 
substitute for Vitamin A, nor any way in 
which it can be obtained except by the con- 
sumption of foods suitably rich in it.

TUBERCULOUS CATTLE. 

“ Bovine tuberculosis is the paramount 
milk-borne infection endangering the health 
of the human race, and every effort should 
be made to attack the danger at its source,” 
said Mr. J. H. Norris, Director of Veterinary 
‘Research, Department of Lands and Agricul. 
ture, Irish Free State, in lecturing on 
‘“Milk: Safeguards required to ensure its 
freedom from bovine infection,”’

THE INTERNATIONAL, 


AMERICA Y. IRELAND. 
(By PATO.) 

So well did the American hurlers play Jast 
Sunday that we wonder what their footballers 
—reputably much superior—are like. Taking 
a line through the Kerry and Tipperary tours, 
we have assumed that football is on a higher 
level than hurling in the United States. The 
hurlers crossed without their best men, yet 
they fully extended a strong All-Ireland 
selection for forty minutes. Meanwhile, the 
visiting footballers have had more time to 
recover from their long journey, and are 
training steadily. They are a fast, powerful 
lot, and make no secret of their confidence 
and determination to carry one Tailteann 
championship to America. The team follow- 
ing, with native county in _ parentheses, 
includes some well-known players :— 

America—Armitage (capt.), Gunn, Spillane 
(Tipperary), Roberts (Waterford, goal), P. 
Ormsby, M. Ormsby (Mayo), Furlong (Wex- 
ford), Tuite (Louth), Maloney (Clare), 
MeGolderick, Flynn (Leitrim), J. Moriarty, 
M. Moriarty, Landers, Galvin (Kerry), Cody 
(Kilkenny), Stynnes, O'Neill (Kildare), 
Linehan (Cork). : 

This team has been carefully selected, and, 
though some men prominent against Kerry 
in New York found a Jong release from busi. 
ness impossible, the group in Dublin since 
August 5th are made up of players with good 
credentials in America. Armitage, of Temple- 
more, has been in the first flight of New York 
footballers for some years, as has the Ormsby 
pair from Mayo. Spillane and Gunn were 
well known here for Tipperary. McGolderick 
and Flynn are strong players from Leitrim. 
Stynnes, a native of Kildare, was our most 
brilliant forward with Dublin before emigrat- 
ing. The Kerry section includes Moriarty, 
who took a big part in Kerry’s success in the 
1926 All Ireland final; playing as centre half 
to-morrow, he will be a force. In America’s 
attack is the elder Landers. He is a tall, 
rangy player, who accepts openings quickly, 
ae may be responsible for a few American 
oals. 

The Irish team, as selected, was :—McDon- 
nell (goal), P. McDonnell (Dublin), Higgins, 
Goff, Malone, Doyle (Kildare), Barrett, Rus- 
sell, Brosnan, Sheehy, Ryan (Kerry), Col- 
leran (Sligo), Smith (Cavan), Shevlin (Ros- 
common), Shanley (Leitrim). It may be 
necessary to call in reserves for Sheehy and 
Ryan, but, with such out-field men selected 
as Brady, Brown, Walsh and Fisher, there 
will be no weakness in the Irish side, whose 
individual performances are wel] known. The 
McDonnell brothers fill the extreme positions 
as goalkeeper and forward. Smith (Cavan), 
on the forty yards mark, has recovered some 
of his old form. Behind, the Irish team is 
strong. Colleran and Brosnan are the best 
midfield men of recent years, whilst the 
Kildare quartette are weil balanced. 

The Americans have pace and earnestness. 
Their forwards are not quite so strong as 
their managers hoped, but in fielding, passing 
and punting the side is very useful. They 
will open at a great pace, and, with the 
expected steadiness of the Irish side in the 
later stages, a close finish is anticipated. 
Tt should prove the most attractive game of 
Gaelic football played here in our generation.

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THE INTERNATIONAL FINAL 


VICTORY OF W. CARROLL. 


In the final over thirty-six holes for the 
International Championship, which was piayed 
yesterday at Portmarnock, Walter Carroll 
(Portmarnock) beat Major H. A. Boyd (Port- 
marnock) by 3 and 2. 

It was a very good match to follow, the 
veteran putting up a surprisingly good fight 
and effecting a splendid recovery when the 
match seemed to be going completely against 
him. As a matter of fact, had he holed a 
shortish putt on the twelfth green on the 
second round it is conceivable that the result 
might have been the other way about.
